The contract of the elty of Lineoln
with Oheater B. Davis for the plans and
spocifioationa for a aystem of saworage
has virtually been entered into, but there
is aphase of the matler entirely over-
locked by the elly councll In ita hasle to
award tho work to Mr, Davile, The clty
han not yet voted any bonds for the psy-
ment of Mr. Davis' elalm nor for the con.
struction of the sowerage system, Un-
der the law no sach bonds can bo voted
withont cortain formalities first haviog
been complled with, Flrst 1t will re-

quire thirty days notice before an
electlen  for the vollng of the
bonda  eculd be held, After

such bonds have been voted tha law re-
qualres that twenty days ahall oluru ba-
tore any contract can bo entered Into by
the clty for bonds and that such bonda
musk be contracted for under a public
lotting. No propositlen hss yet bren
mads to the olty for tha bands, no notice
to voto bonds has been given nor apy of
the requisite steps yet taken for the cin-
struction of the Lincoln system of sewer-
age.  Under the egreement alipulated
by tha city connell when it decidid to
give Mr, Davis the work, it was under-
stood that Mr. Davla was to raceive £2,-
000 inadvancs, September 1 Is nearly
here and although Mr. Davis has 1made
no appearance In  Lincoln 'yet it 1s pre-
samod ha is buyy with his dr awlogs, end
wlll ere long appesr with them In com-
pleto form and working order. When
he arclves ho wlll fiad hls money roady
and unless ho walts until the proposed
sewar bonuds are voted he will not ba able
to get 1t for thero ara no funds in the olty
trossury which ecan be applied to that
purpose,

I: is underatood that Davls proposed
to devots hia time from the period be re-
celves his money np to Janoary Ist
next. Aas already stated no bonds have
been lezusd; no proposltlon for sush elee:
tion, or any other preliminarier, have yet
been submltted to the voters of Lincoln,
The propoaltion, should it be made Sep-
tember 1, could no: now be voted on be-
fore Oatober 1, and then ths twonty days
allowed for partles to bld for the bondas
wou'd brlog  the time up practioally to
November 1. It will be seer, therelore,
that the city wounld be paylng Mr, Davia
at the rato of 1,000 per month for bis
services, or at the rato of $12 0C0 per
year,

Thin is sb:olutely the only way that
Davis oounld be paid,for thereis no money
from wkich to draw upon by even the
broadest latitude by the city ecouneil,
and no one sacqualnted with the city's
finances will say thst there is any way
out for Moesrs. Burr, Blllinzsby and
Woubater of the dilemma In which they
hava plased themselves,

Thare is another questlon to be con-
eidersd, Afier the bonds have been
voted there 1s no certalnty that they can
be disposed of immedistely. The clty
dobt at presont spprox!mates nearly 12
per ocent of the a:scased valuation
of property and the leg:l lmit
is 18 per oent, or at leusi tieo
Beg reporter has been so informed.
There may be some difficulty In disposing
of the bonas whioh the cruceil hasy not
foraeen. Ehoald this ce:ur is ls highly
poasible that Mr, Davis will be paid at a
rata even higher than §1,000 per month.

From Chadron to Spring creek ths lise
of old survay was followed with bnt ome
or two elight deviations, The line of
final survey stiikea and crorses Spring
creelk st or near Hart's ranch, bat a
ohort distance below the oid stsge rosd
cromslng.  After reaching the divide on
this aids of Spring creck the line of the
old survey will be lelt, aud a new suivey
{s to be run in as nearly a direc! live s
potsible to Rapid City. Itis believed
tha line will out off several miles between
Spring creck and the town. This saviog
in diatance wonld offset the heavier grad-
Ing necessary In makiog the Illne more
ditect.
